will bring when it becomes ef­ 
fective July I, 1966. 
Ole generally - agreed • upon 
fact is that nursing homes and 
hospitals will have an increase 
in the number of their patients 
as a result of the old-aged law. 
Authorities 
visualize there 
will be a nation-wide ten per 
cent increase of hospital in-pa­ 
tients. 
However, 
local 
authorities 
do not expect the increase to ba 
that great at the Sikeston Mis­ 
souri 
Delta 
Community Hos­ 
pital. Harold Jones, adminis­ 
trator, says a gradual increase 
of five per cent is expected. 
"Informing the public 
as to 
what they can and can't do will 
be a primary problem ," 
he 
said. 
Informing persons over 65 of 
what they may expect in the new 
law is the responsibility of the 
Social Security Administration. 
However, hospitals and health 
Insurance firm s will also find 
themselves in the forefront as 
providers of information and 
facts. 
Ole special 
responsibility 
will be to refer the aged proper­ 
ly and promptly to physicians. 
What effect it will have on 
doctors is a hot and delicate 
subject — now widely debated. 
Some 
say 
it will guarantee 
young doctors, a minimum in­ 
come 
until 
they establish 
their 
practices and some con­ 
tend that it will injure 
the 
profession. 
A local doctor said that he 
felt it to be "the first step 
toward socialization in the gov­ 
ernm ent." 
He contended: "This will rev­ 
olutionize medicine. It is 
the 
first step of a government take­ 
over. Other professions and 
bussinesses will toll ow ."(N ote: 
The American Bar Association 
is currently working on a plan 
sim ilar to Medicare that would 
pay legal fees tor the defense 
of indigents.) 
"It will be of some benefit 
in the beginning, but it may not 
be as great as a lot of people 
think. It will definitely over­ 
crowd medical facilities. 
"Also, 
it will probably do 
away with young doctors* initia­ 
tive, causing them to feel that 
they will someday 
be a gov­ 
ernment 
employe. 
If you're 
going to be a government em­ 
ploye, why not be an engineer, 
and 
remove 
the 
extra eight 
years of study it requires to be­ 
come a doctor. 
"This will tend to lower the 
standards of medicine." 
A definite fact about Medi­ 
care is that one age-group will 
be 
removed 
from insurance 
companies. 
In a recent story in "Tim e- 
The Weekly Newsmagazine," it 
was stated "The insurance pro­ 
gram was second only to the 
medical profession in battling 
the advent of Medicare. 
"Most insurance companies 
are waiting to get all the bene­ 
fits as to how Medicare will 
function before endorsing it, 
and some will probably decline 
to participate." 
However, 
authoritative 
sources 
have revealed, that 
many of the major insurance 
companies have made applica­ 
tions to become administrative- 
intermediates tor Medicare. 
Many companies with a large 
volume of business in the 65- 
or - over age 
bracket 
— ad­ 
mittedly the sm aller insurance 


organizations, will apparently 
need the service income from 
such a tie-in with Medicare. 


Obviously, this piece of social 
legislation is going to have a big 
impact on our society, with far­ 
reaching results visible only 
when the program has had suf­ 
ficient 
time 
In operation to 
properly evaluate it. 
Oscar W. Rexford, president 
of the Blue C ross Hospital Plan 
of St.Louis, said, "Our greatest 
problem will be communica­ 
tions. There 
are 110,000 per­ 
sons over 65 who have Blue 
Cross in our district, which in­ 
cludes all of Missouri except 
Kansas City. 
“ We are now urging them 
to do nothing about their Blue 
Cross until the law goes Into 
effect. Sometime between now 
and then we will be advising 
them of a Blue Cross program 
to complement the Health In* 
surance of the Aged Act. 
"Of course, we are urging 
our members over 65 to sign 
up for both parts of the health 
insurance program —part A, 
the basic hospital plan and part 
B, the voluntary insurance plan 
for physicians services," 
he 
said. "At a rate of $3 a month 
part B is a real insurance bar­ 
gain." 
He said that Blue Cross of­ 
ficials were still attempting to 
decide what kind of new pro­ 
gram to offer members over 
55. 
"The new program will 
be 
relatively inexpensive as com­ 
pared 
with 
the 
present in­ 
surance for the elderly because 
the new law will relieve us of 
paying the so-called 'first dol­ 
lar care'.” 
"Whatever 
we decide, we 
must 
have uniform benefits 
across the nation because the 
aged are so mobile today," he 
said. 
Rexford said that he believes 
the new law will not be injurious 
to Blue Cross. 
"With 
the 
Federal 
Gov­ 
ernment assuming the 
major 
financial responsibility for hos­ 
pital care, protection of the 
aged, health insurance rates for 
the rest of population should be 
less," he said. 
Harold Jones gave four rea­ 
sons for the five per cent, and 
not the ten per cent increase 
in patients expected at the na­ 
tional level as the result of 
Medicare. 
"The Sikeston hospital has 
never had a restrictive 
ad­ 
mission policy which would eli­ 
minate indigent patients being 
admitted if a staff physician in­ 
dicated a true medical need. 
"Tile physicians in this area 
are historically generous 
in 
assuring care for a fair share 
of indigent cases which need 
medical attention. 
"Many of the individuals who 
will qualify for admission under 
the Medicare laws are now un­ 
der the Kerr-M ills, "Vendor", 
program of 1959, with which we 
have cooperated for the past six 
years. 
"The generosity and philan­ 
thropic," (giving in generous 
spirit), "of individuals and or­ 
ganizations have for many years 
made possible hospital care for 
indigent cases through direct 
contributions to the hospital or 
the United Fund. which 
con­ 
tributes heavily .” 
Communications and under­ 
standing of the new law will be 
vital to aged recipients. 
For instance, many 
people 
aren't aware that only 
the 
cases that are urgent and emer­ 
gent in nature can be 
ad­ 


mitted to the hospital under the 
Kerr-Mills law. 
Jones also expects communi­ 
cations to be a primary prob­ 
lem. 
Also there will be many tech­ 
nical 
. administrative prob­ 
lems which must be worked out 
before Medicare can be imple­ 
mented. 
"Included among these is a 
review team, or committee, 
which has as one of its purposes 
the study of admissions under 
the program, ascertaining such 
pertinent facts as reason for 
admission, length of stay, etc." 
Jones said. 
Although none have been ap. 
proved at present, there 
are 
several nursing homes in South­ 
east Missouri that are building 
and planning facilities to meet 
the probable demand. 
Ira Shuffit, owner of three 
nursing homes in and around 
Sikeston, said that his newest 
home 
will comply and meet 
all requirements necessary to 
qualify for participation in the 
Medicare program. 
The provision dealing with 
nursing-home care for 
the 
Medicare recipients 
will go 
into effect Jan. I, 1967. Shuffit 
indicated that very few will be 
able to qualify. 
Presently, 
most 
nursing 
homes 
that will participate in 
the program will have to add 
rooms and equipment, with the 
cost nearing a maximum 
of 
$50,000 to $70,000. 
All qualified homes must have 
a working agreement with the 
hospital. 
Most of the expenses will be 
centered around rehabilitation 
facilities. 
Shuffit said only this:

By and large they 
do it well and we hope that those who take 
advantage of their position by making un­ 
warranted and illegal excursions into citizens’ 
private lives are in the minority.

But public exposure is the only thing that will 
root them out and reveal the truth about their 
activities. 
There superiors may not know of their trans­ 
gressions or if they do they may condone them 
as being necessary or desirable to get results.

Rockefellers and Labor Go 
Partners On Money—Not Poli­ 
tics 
WASHINGTON, D. C .:—These 
are 
tough times for labor's 
.lyricists. They simply must re­ 
write the words to so much of 
their 
stirring 
class struggle 
music. 
Like; “ Banker and boss hate 
the workers who stand, should­ 
er to shoulder in every land.” 
Now it's the banker and boss 
who stand shoulder to should­ 
er in many parts of the la n d - 
soliciting labor's money for in­ 
vestments. 
And 
it's there by the tens of 
millions of dollars. 
There are the Rockefellers, 
for example. They are in money 
as well as culture and politics. 
They 
run a financial house 
called 
the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, I’m told, and just the 
other day it, in effect, went into 
business with the American la­ 
bor movement. 
Chase Manhattan has been re­ 
tained by the AFL-CIO's new 
Mortgage Investment Trust to 
service the labor corporation 
which now has $10 million, soon 
will have $50 million and even­ 
tually half a billion dollars. 
This marks the biggest, and 
most unusual, labor-capitalist 
cooperation in world history. 
But it is not the first time. 
Not too long ago the Rocke­ 
fellers needed 
some 
cash 
for a housing project in Puerto 
Rico. So they went to 
Dave 
Dublnsky, whose union, the In­ 
ternational 
Ladies' 
Garment 
Workers (ILG), 
is as 
well 
stocked in cash as it is in pins 
and needles. 
Its combined pensions, vaca­ 
tion and other funds total half 
a billion dollars. Most of these 
are managed by Chase Manhat­ 
tan. 
And some of us middle-aged 
newsmen can still recall climb­ 
ing up six flights 
to see Du­ 
blnsky when his elevator was 
shut off—not by a blackout but 
by a dralnout of cash with which 
to pay the electric bill. And the 
power was turned off. 
Dubinsky's union advanced the 
money for 
the Puerto Rican 
housing project to Rockefellers’ 
International 
Basic Economy 
Corp. (IBEC), which in 
turn 
constructed 
the 
workers' 
houses on the island in 1957. 
Just a few weeks ago “ D. D,” 
returned to San Juan. The 400 
families which purchased 
the 
Rockefeller-Dubinsky 
houses 
for $6,000 to $7,000 apiece eight 
years ago have now seen their 
value double. So the exuberant 
labor chief has decided to build 
several more housing develop­ 
ments there. 
These would house union and 
non-union workers. The cost 
would be $10 mil” ''". But D. D.'s 


m ladies’ garment workers' un­ 
ion does not have to borrow 
from Chase Manhattan where it 
has many friends. Nor 
from 
Wall Street. It raises its own 
millions. 
This is a sign of the times. 
On Oct. 1st the national labor 
movement officially launched 
its own Mortgage Investment 
Trust. Chairman of the board 
of trustees is George Meany, 
AFL-CIO 
national president. 
Among the other trustees 
is 
Walter Reuther. Actual direct­ 
or is the financially wise Alex­ 
ander 
Bookstaver, 
whot has 
headed the federation's 
com­ 
paratively new Dept, of Invest­ 
ments, a division which devel­ 
oped as naturally as the Mari­ 
time Trades Dept., the Organ­ 
ization Dept., etc. 


The Trust will get its invest­ 
ing money from AFL-CIO's 130 
national unions. With $10 mil­ 
lion in the bank — a good deal 
of which came from Reuther's 
auto union — it plans to raise 
the other $40 million “ easily.” 
TTie Rockefeller 
band 
will < 
handle the technical end of the 
paper work. One reason it was 
selected — in addition to its 
fine reputation — is its loca­ 
tion away from Washington and 
the intrigues of the Capitol and 
national labor circles. 
However, all policy rests in 
the T rust's board of trustees. 
Its purpose is to do more than 
merely make money — which 
under the Internal Revenue Code 
will be tax 
free. Reasons for 
launching 
of the corporation 
are best expressed in its ori­ 
ginal prospectus; 
“ The benefits which will re­ 
sult from such a pooling 
of 
funds will provide an effective 
rnediifm to construct socially 
desirable housing projects, that 
is, projects which provide ade­ 
quate 
living accommodations 
not only for higher Income fam­ 
ilies, but for medium and low 
income groups as well. Similar­ 
ly, the needs of retired groups 
and the aged would be served 
as well. At the same time such 
projects, 
while helping 
to 
solve 
critical 
housing situa­ 
tions, would create additional 
and continuing employment for 
the construction trades and in­ 
dustries that provide material, 
furnishings, appliances 
and 
other necessities for such new 
developments.” 
Thus the labor movement turns 
capitalist, aids in the building 
of single homes, seeks bigger 
multiple - dwelling 
housing 
projects, and makes jobs for 
its people (since only union help 
will be used on construction 
financed by the Trust). 
The pendulum has swung. It's 
a long, long time since John D, 
Sr. handed out bright new dimes.

Furthermore, not even the rec­ 
ords of the Maritime commis­ 
sion are completely clear re­ 
garding the vessel's ownership. 
This highlights the fact that a 
vessel flying the Panamanian 
flag can carry hundreds 
of 
American passengers without 
being subjected to U. S. safety 
laws, can cause the death of 
some of those passengers, and 
yet the identity of those re­ 
sponsible remains something 
of a mystery. 
According to Florida records, 
che Yarmouth Castle was oper­ 
ated by Yarmouth Cruse Lines, 
Inc., and Yarmouth Cruises, 
Inc., the latter a Washington 
state corporation, the officers 
being Jules Sokoloff, Marvin 
Lewis and Ed Stephan. A third 
Florida company is also 
in­ 
volved, the Yarmouth Shipping 
Co.; president, 
Victor 
Puig; 
secretary, Isolino Cores; vice 
president, Irving Ham Wolf. 
However, 
Maritime 
com­ 
mission records show that the 
Yarmouth Castle is actually 
awned by the Chadade Steam­ 
ship Co. of Panama, and that 
Chadade SS Co. in turn is owned 
by 
Commander 
Investments 
Ltd. of the Bahamas, whose 
president is Jules Sokoloff. 
However, sales records dating 
back to Nov. 1961, show that 
William R. Lovett, Jackson­ 
ville banker formerly with the 
Winn-Dixie grocery chain, pur­ 
chased the Evangeline, the ori­ 
ginal name of the Yarmouth 
Castle, and the ship bore a big 
“ L” on the smokestack, re­ 
ported to be the initial of the 
owner. Mr. Lovett, reached by 
telephone, explained that he had 
purchased not only the Evange­ 
line but the Bahama Star and 
the SS Ariadne in 1961, but 
in 1964 found he had one ship 
too many and in April of that 
“year sold the Evangeline (Yar­ 
mouth Castle) 
to 
Sokoloff, 
whom 
he identified 
as 
a 
Canadian. 
All this is one reason why the 
system initiatedby some Amer­ 
ican shipping companies of reg­ 
istering ships under Panamani­ 
an or Liberian flags in order to 
avoid paying U. S. taxes, Amer­ 
ican seamen's wages and, 
in 
some cases, to avoid American 
safety standards, should 
be 
thoroughly investigated. 
The Yarmouth Castle was an 
American vessel built in 1927. 
But coast guard inspection was 
limited because of the safety at 
sea convention, under which 
all nations respect a valid cer­ 
tification 
of a vessel by the 
nation whose flag it flies. Thus 
the Yarmouth Castle, carrying 
a Panamanian flag, was subject 
to Panamanian government in­ 
spection. But the Panama gov­ 
ernment does not even have a 
ship inspector, 
using instead 
the services of a commercial 
trade organization in New York. 
FLOATING FIRETRAP 
However, in the summer of 
1964, the coast guard took occa­ 
sion to examine the vessel when 
it tied up in New York, found it 
was not prepared for tire and 
the crew inadequate to handle a 
boat drill. As a result, the coast 
guard protested vigorously to 
the Panamanian consul in New 
York and lifted its certificate 
of safety. The vessel sailed 
without passengers, proceeded 
to Florida, put on some extra 


crew members and held enough 
fire drills to get its certificate 
returned. 
The coast guard continued to be 
suspicious, however, and last 
August the Yarmouth Castle 
was the subject of hearings on 
safety legislation before the 
House Merchant Marine com­ 
mittee, at which time a spokes­ 
man for the 
National Mari­ 
time Union described the ship 
as a “ floating firetrap.” 
A coast guard spokesman told 
the 
Congressional committee 
that “ the only real hazards lie 
in the m aterials used in build­ 
ing and furnishing passenger 
and crew’s quarters; m aterial 
which is wood, or other non- 
fireproof material, is a defi­ 
nite fire hazard; however, com­ 
plete rebuilding of the vessels 
would be required to render 
them essentially fireproof.” 
John E. Smith, Jr., past pres­ 
ident 
of Caribbean C r u i s e 
Lines, Inc., which had once 
chartered the Yarmouth Castle 
for a 15-month period, said that 
“ the vessel could not perform 
the schedule for which the ship 
owner represented it would be 
capable of sailing. 
“ The vessel failed to rn aln­ 
ein its contract speed, ran out 
of water, short 
of fuel, 
and 
operated better than 15 hours 
late on each of the four sail-- 
ings that she completed. 
“ When 
it rained, the 
roof 
leaked, with water dropping in 
the main lounge. The ship's ma­ 
chinery 
finally broke 
down 
when, according to the surve­ 
yor’s 
report, 
the chief en­ 
gineer added salt water to the 
boilers. 


“ When this event happened, 
the owner of the ship told me 
personally on board the ship that 
he was canceling the balance of 
his 15-month charter — which 
had yet 14 months to run— , 
that we should immediately re­ 
move 
our personnel, equip- I 
ment and supplies; that, upon ■ 
completion of the repairs, he 
was taking his ship back to 
Miami.” 


NO INCOME TAXES 
i 
This was denied by the agent 
for the owners, who said the 
shipowner was blam eless, that 
he had “ disbursed hundreds of 
thousands of dollars putting the 
Yarmouth Castle in class.” 
The problem is that a half a 
million United States citizens 
go on ocean cruises every year 
and that 90 per cent of these 
sail on foreign flag ships whose 
standards are not up to ours. 
The American people 
will 
spend $150,000,000 on cruises 
this year, most of it on ships 
flying the Panamanian or other 
foreign flag. U. S. flag shippers 
say the chief advantage of trans- ^ 
fer to a foreign flag is that the 
ship pays no income tax. 
“ The 
tax advantage 
alone 
enjoyed by the foreign 
flag 
cruise operators is sufficient 
to make the difference between 
a reasonable profit and loss 
on a voyage,” Rear Admiral 
W. J, McNeil, Grace Line pres­ 
ident, told congress last August. 
McNeil 
explained 
that “ at 
present tax rates, we have to 
earn 20 per cent 
to have IO 
per cent left; under the Pana­ 
manian flag, a ship can earn 
IO per cent and have the same 
amount left.” 
BOBBY KENNEDY’S FOREIGN 
POLICY 
The fact that the brother of 
the late President Kennedy has 
been in Latin America express­ 
ing 
diametrically 
opposite 


views on American policy to 
those of the Johnson adminis­ 
tration may be a m atter of sur­ 
prise to Latin Americans. 
However, it 
climaxes a long 
personal feud between Sen. Rob­ 
ert 
Kennedy 
and President 
Johnson. It has now become a 
political and foreign policy feud. 
Differences between the two 
men date back to the 1960 Demo­ 
cratic convention when John F, 
Kennedy was 
nominated 
for 
president and when his brother. 
Bobby opposed the selection of 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson to be the 
vice presidential running mate. 
It has continued to the present 
when Sen. Kennedy, traveling 
through Latin America, com-, 
pletely disassociated himself 
from the Johnson policy 
of 
landing marines in the Domini­ 
can Republic. 
At one point personal differ­ 
ences between the two men 
became 
such that President 
Johnson called in Bobby Kenne- 
day, then Attorney General, and 
told him that he would consider 
no cabinet member as his vice 
presidential running mate. This 
automatically barred Kennedy 
for vice president. 
In recent weeks differences 
between Kennedy and Johnson 
have become more political. 
Sen. Kennedy, in one recent 
speech, looked sympathetically 
toward Red China, said it would 
have to be included in a non­ 
proliferation treaty. The John­ 
son administration has taken a 
firm and emphatic stand against 
any relations with Red China. 
Sen. Kennedy 
has also been 
skeptical regarding the Johnson 
administration's policy in Viet 
Nam and left the 
implication 
that, had his late brother been 
in the White House, the United 
States would not have plunged 
the nation so deep in the Viet­ 
namese war. 
KENNEDY VS. RUSK 
Sen. Kennedy has also urged a 
treaty to prevent the prolifera­ 
tion of nuclear weapons. This 
has not been in contradiction to 
the Johnson policy except that 
Kennedy 
has been more vig­ 
orous in urging such a treaty. 
The Johnson administration has 
seemed 
r a t h e r 
complacent 
about it. 
Only those on the inside of the 
Johnson - Kennedy administra­ 
tions realize it, but Robert F. 
Kennedy had a great deal to do 
with guiding his late brother's 
foreign policy. It was Bobby 
Kennedy who paved the way for 
the Test Ban treaty. He advised 
his brother to appoint form er 
Gov. 
Averell 
Harriman 
in 
charge of the Test Ban treaty 
negotiations; also urged his late 
brother, the president, to take 
a vigorous stand in promoting 
better understanding between 
the United States and Russia. 
It was because of Robert Ken­ 
nedy's behind-the-scenes ad­ 
vice on foreign policy that there 
was talk, before his brother was 
killed, that Bobby would be the 
next secretary of state. 
It has now been revealed by 
Kennedy’s biographers 
that, 
had 
Kennedy 
lived to be re­ 
elected, Dean Rusk would not 
have 
been 
reappointed sec­ 
retary of state. 
Thus it is ironic that at the 
moment Dean Rusk arrived in 
South America for the Rio De 
Janeiro 
Foreign 
M inisters 
conference, the man who might 
have replaced him in the Ken­ 
nedy administration spoke out 
publicly against the Dominican 
policy which Dean Rusk 
has 
defended.

Cotton Allotment 
Transfer Rules 
Are Announced 


BENTON - A new program 
under which upland cotton acre­ 
age allotments may be trans­ 
ferred to other cotton farms 
within the state was announced 
today by the agricultural stab­ 
ilization and conservation se r­ 
vice. 
This is authorized by the food 
and agriculture act of 1965 sign­ 
ed by President Johnson. The 
acreage allotments determine 
how much cotton may be plant­ 
ed on a farm under the acreage 
and price support program. 
Under the new program, allot­ 
ments may be transferred by 
sale or lease to other upland 
cotton farms. Transfer maybe 
permanent through sale, or may 
be for one or more years thru 
lease, depending on arrange­ 
ments between buyer and seller. 
These transfers Include sale or 
lease to owners and operators 
of other upland cotton produc­ 
ing farms or a transfer of an 
allotment by an owner to an­ 
other farm owned or controlled 
by him. 
Allotment transfers will be 
subject to a few rules. Some 
of the more important ones 
follow; 
Allotments may not be trans­ 
ferred to a farm out of the 
State. 
Allotments may not be trans­ 
ferred from a farm subject to 
a mortgage or other lien, un­ 
less the lienholder agrees to 
the transfer. 
Allotments 
may be trans­ 
ferred by sale or lease out of 
the county only if two-thirds of 
the cotton growers voting In a 
referendum approve such out- 
of-county transfers from their 
county. County referendums on 
this question will be held at 
the same time as the marketing’ 
quota referendum on Nov. 23. 
When transfers are made to 
farm s with a projected yield per 
acre of more than IO per cent 
above the yield of the trans­ 
ferring farm , the allotment will 
be adjusted downward to reflect. 


the difference In yield between 
the farms. 
The total cotton allotment on 
the receiving farm (excluding 
reapportioned acreage) may not 
exceed the allotment for such 
farm in 1965 by more than IOO 
acres. 
The price at which allotments 
are sold or leased Is left to 
the persons Involved In the 
transaction. 
For transfers to be effective 
for the 1966 crop, an applica­ 
tion should be filed with 
the 
ASC County Committee of the 
county from which the allot­ 
ment Is being transferred by 
not later than December 31,1965. 
Details of the allotment trans­ 
fer program will be available 
to growers of upland cotton from 
ASC County Committees. This 
information will be available in 
all counties producing upland 
cotton. 
In addition, the new program 
contains provisions under which 
rice growers may exchange rice 
farm allotments for upland cot­ 
ton allotments on an acre-for- 
acre basis. The exchange may 
be made between farms In the 
same 
county or in adjoining 
counties. 
Transfers may not 
be made across state lines or to 
counties within a state that do 
not border.

Area Home Economist 
CHARLESTON - Tenon Is an 
unusual plastic that Is put on 
cookware and bakeware. It has 
advantages that appeal to the 
busy homemaker. 
Its non­ 
stick feature makes it easy to 
clean. This same quality allows 
you to cook without any 
fat. 
If you are on a special diet or 
just want to cut down on cal­ 
ories, Tenon Is just the thing 
for you. 
CLEANING. Wash Tenon In 
hot, soapy water with a soft 
cloth or sponge. Rinse with 
hot water. Even though a Tef­ 
lon 
pan may look clean, 
It 
should be washed rather than 
just rinsed to prevent grease 
from building up on the sur­ 
face. Grease build-up can af- 
e- 
feet Its nonstick quality. 
Teflon can be washed In an 
automatic dishwasher, 
but it 
may use valuable space, since 
it washes off so easily. 
Metal scouring pads should not 
be used on Tenon. Most stub­ 
born particles can be cleaned 
off with a rubber spaula or a 
nylon net ball. 
STAINING. - Excessive over­ 
heating, 
certain 
foods and 
grease will cause stains 
on 
Teflon. 
These stains mar the 
appearance of the cookware. 
They do not affect the non­ 
stick quality unless they are 
caused by Inadequate cleaning 
or constant overheating. 
You can lighten stains 
by 
using a mixture of two table­ 
spoons of baking soda, one-half 
cut of household bleach, and 
one cup of water.

SCRATCHING

Ordinary 
scratches on Teflon is a mat­ 
ter of appearance, and does not 
affect the way it perform s. 
Some of the coating Is fused be­ 
low the surface of the cookware. 
Digging in the same spot with 
a metal tool would eventually 
destroy the nonstick quality In 
that place. 
A few scratches 
do not ruin the pan, but only 
spoils the appearance.

CARUTHERSVILLE — 
The 
fields in Pemiscot County have 


been a beehive of acitivity in 
the past few weeks. Harvesting, 
stalk cutting, disking and plow­ 
ing or bedding could be observed 
going on many times in the same 
field. 
In some fields there may be 
need 
for a different 
type of 
operation. A tight layer or plow 
sole may be present in some of 
the sandy loam and mixed loam 
areas. The cotton roots 
in 
these areas are one of the best 
indicators. If the main tap roots 
of your cotton stalks were deep 
and well tapered — then you 
can be assured your soil struc­ 
ture is o. k. On the other hand, 
if your cotton stalks had little 
or no tap root you need to in­ 
vestigate your soil structure to 


see if there is a tight layer or 
plow sole problem. A shovel is 
the best tool to use here. Dig 
a hole about a foot square and 
14" deep so you can spp 
plow sole. If you find the tight 
impervious layer, “ chiseling" 
with a chisel plow could cer­ 
tainly 
be profitable 
lf done 
while the soil is dry. 
In heavy gumbo soils chisel­ 
ing has not generally proved 
to be profitable. This is a con­ 
clusion reported by a number 
of southern delta states. 
Generally, newly leveled land 
in the mixed or sandy loam 
areas shows a special need 
for chiseling. This is especi­ 
ally true where as much as 12 
inches or more of the top soil 
has been moved. 
I have noticed a few fields, 
put to grade in 1964 and planted 
to cotton or soybeans in 1965, 
where the poor root develop­ 
ment on the cuts was very evi­ 
dent. Chiseling in these cases 
will certainly help but will not 
of course, bring these crops 
up to normal. 


CARUTHERSVILLE - It is not 
uncommon to hear this remark 
as one visits communities over 
Pemiscot County “ Well, 
I 
know of at least three farm ers 
who are quitting this year — 
they just can’t make it." 
Profit margins are more nar­ 
row in farming just like they 
are in many other business and 
probably more so. Where you 
have kept good records and have 
stuided them you certainly know 
what I'm talking about. 
If you are interested in in-, 
creasing your farm earnings or 
wanting to make some changes 
in the operation of your farm; 
then you should give serious 
consideration to making a farm 
business plan. Some of the im­ 
portant steps in developing a 
Farm Business Plan include; 
1. Decide what your family’s 
aims or goals are for the next 
five to ten years. 
2. Take stock or inventory your 
present resources, which in­ 
clude 
land, 
machinery, live­ 
stock and buildings. 
3. Determine your most pro-, 
fitable cropping system. 
4. Next determine the live­ 
stock program that best utilizes 
crop production. 
5. Check labor requirements 
for your crops 
and livestock 
against the labor available. 
6. Estimate the new capital 
required to put your plans into 
operation. 
7. Then test your prepared 
plan for the income potential. 
8. Finally, compare the po­ 
tential income with that pres­ 
ently earned. 
To assist you in making 
a 
farm business plan, your local 
University 
Extension 
Center 
will soon have available 
the 
latest up to date planning data, 
and work forms. This planning 
data includes the latest recom­ 
mendations of the college of 
agriculture on cost and prob­ 
able 
returns 
from all crop 
or livestock for this area. 
The budget forms can be used 
to compare your present sys­ 
tem of operation with alterna­ 
tive systems. In this way you 
can decide the best use of your 
land, labor, and capital 
to 


meet the goals of your family. 
This fall and winter we will 
be conducting Farm Business 
Planning 
Shortcourses, or 
Workshops.

HAYTI — Now that the $400,- 
000 hospital expansion and Im­ 
provement bond issue proposal 
has been approved in an elec­ 
tion by Pemiscot County voters,

reporting, and only 15 absentee 
ballots to be counted, the medi­ 
cal facility’s board of trustees 
can move ahead to get the con­ 
struction started as quickly as 
possible, 
qui’e possibly with 
hopes of 
having the new wing 
completed by the time the fed­ 
eral medicare program goes 
into effect the middle of next 
year. 
The favorable 
vote on the 
proposal points up the pro­ 
gressive spirit and great feel­ 
ing of compassion by the think­ 
ing people of Pemiscot county. 
Opposition was expressed on 
past administrative procedures 
and the fact that the bond issue 
would increase taxation. 
Citizens who took the time to 
think the proposal through con­ 
cluded that first the hospital 
needed the new 
wing for at

porated in it, so the bond is­ 
sue should be approved. Any 
improvements 
in 
the admin­ 
istration of the unit could then

Pemiscot county, but on the 
other hand more than twice 
as much building and improve­ 
ments are needed at the Dunk­ 
lin hospital to bring it up to par. 
If the Dunklin county voters 
had approved the hospital bond

years ago, they would 
have saved a considerable sum 
of money. Now it is going to 
cost more to get the job done. 
We hope that the favorable re­ 
sults on the hospital bond issue 
in Pemiscot will impress the 
citizens of Dunklin county that 
they should follow suit with their 
own hospital by turning 
in a 
sim ilarly favorable vote.

Like other nuts, pecans keep 
better in the shell than shelled, 
and better at a cold than a 
warm temperature. Due to their 
high oil content, these nuts are 
highly perishable, which means 
that cold keeping is especially 
important. 
In the shell, pecans

two to three months at 
ordinary room tem perature. In 
a tight container at 32 degrees 
F . or colder, shelled pecans will 
keep will for six months to a 
year. 
Although housewives have for 
years preserved pecans by can­ 
ning, an easier, better way is 
to keep them in moisture-vapor- 
resistant bags or containers 
and store them in your home 
freezer.

BLOOMFIELD - Crop harvest 
will soon be completed in this 
area, and many farmers will 
soon be turning cattle into stalk 
fields. Cattle will usually make 
good gains on stalk fields for 
awhile 
if 
good management 
practices are used. 
Gains up 
to two pounds per head per day 
for 30 to 45 days can be ob­ 
tained on yearling cattle that 
are cleaning up after the picker 
on high yielding fields. 
Protein and mineral supple­ 
ments will increase the gains 
of cattle gleaning stalk fields. 
The missed ears and dry corn­ 
stalks supply enough energy for 
good gains if protein and min­ 
eral supplements are 
made 
available to balance the ration. 
In experimental 
tests 
con­ 
ducted in Iowa, 
a 32 per cent 
protein block self fed to year­ 
ling cattle gleaning cornstalk 
fields increased daily gains by 
two-thirds of a pound per head 
per 
day. 
The 
cattle ate 1.2 
pounds of the protein block per 
. head dally. 
Cattle running in stalk fields 
need one pound of cottonseed 
or soybean meal or the equi­ 
valent in other forms of pro­ 
tein daily. 
The supplements 
can be self fed or hand fed with 
sim ilar results. Salt could be 
mixed with soybean or cotton­ 
seed 
meal 
to 
control con­ 
sumption when self fed. 
A 
mixture of one part salt to four 
or five parts meal should re­ 
sult in about the proper con­ 
sumption. The extra salt in the 
ration will not harm the cattle 
if plenty of good water 
is 
available. 
For the mineral supplement, 
block or loose salt and a min­ 
eral mixture of equal parts of 
bonemeal and salt should be self 
fed. Dicalcium phosphate can 
be substituted for the bonemeal 
in the mineral mixture if de­ 
sired. 
Cattle that have not had plenty 
of green pasture or forage with­ 
in 30 days before being turned 
into the stalk field should have 
around 
20,000 International 
Units 
of Vitamin A per head 
per day to protect them against 
a deficiency of this vitamin. 
Large cattle such as yearling 


or two-year old steers will usu­ 
ally do better on stalk fields 
than will sm aller cattle. The 
cattle should be removed from 
the fields when there is not 
enough feed left to support good 
gains. Cattle are often left in 
stalk fields so long that they 
begin to lose weight. 
After it 
becomes necessary to remove 
the steers from the fields, cows 
can be used to clean up what 
the steers leave. 
It might be 
advisable 
to remove all cat­ 
tle from the fields before they 
eat very many of the stalks, 
however, to help prevent nitrate 
poisoning of the cattle. 
The 
nitrate content of corn stalks 
tends to be concentrated toward 
the bottom of the stalks.

'" P H E House recently approved 
a measure authorizing the ex­ 
penditure of $3.3 billion for aid 
in needy areas 
of th e U n ite d 
States. A similar 
m e a s u r e w as 
p a s s e d b y the 
Senate last June. 
The P r e s id e n t 
asked for a much 
smaller amount, 
but the House 
was apparently 
in a g e n e r o u s 
mood. 
Money is avail­ 
able for projects 
in every state in 
the Union. This is made possible 
by an amendment offered by Rep­ 
resentative Patsy Mink of Ha­ 
waii, providing that if a state had 
no area qualifying under the min­ 
imum level of unemployment and*- 
destitution requirements, the one 
area in the state which most 
nearly met these poverty stand­ 
ards would be eligible for aid. So 
we have a poverty competition, 
and areas that do not qualify, but 
come the nearest to being able to 
p r o v e th em selv es p o v e r t y ­ 
stricken, will receive public 
funds. 
The bill has been referred to as 
setting up little Appalachias all 
over the country. Apparently, the 
administration is determined to 
make the people believe that they 
are poor, and if they can not do 
it any other way, they are going 
to do it by continuing to spend 
public money until we all are 
actually poor. Then we can all 
qualify, and may relax and enjoy 
government aid as long as it 
lasts. That will only be, of course, 
until inflation destroys the value 
of the dollar, and we have to be­ 
gin over. Then we will have to 
work, and none of us will have 
any more than he produces. The 
desire of politicians to retain 
power by dishing out public funds 
is hurrying us onward toward 
bankruptcy.

WHEN I WAS A BOY 
November 21, 1919 
When I was a boy I had never 
heard of such a disease as hog 
cholera o r any other disease 
among hogs. Away back in my 
boyhood days, all stock ran 
out the year around, as there 
was no stock law, and d u r­ 
ing the sum m er months there 
• was an abundance of wild grass 
to keep stock fat and healthy. 
In those early days there was 
generally a big crop of acorns 
and nuts to fatten the hogs with­ 
out feeding them corn, though 
most farm ers fed them corn for 
a while l>efore butchering the rn, 
as they said corn made the 
meat and lard latter. 
All the 
hogs w ere scrubs, red razor 
backs and it was a rare thing 
to find one that weighed 200 
pounds. 
It may be that cholera 
_ had no effect on those razoi . 
back hogs, but they were always 
healthy and could outrun a race 
horse. 
When I was a boy a young 
fellow of 18 was m arried to a 
girl of about 16 at what was 
called “ The Point,” just above 
Glasgow. This young fellow had 
a great opinion of himself and 
was so rt of a sissy. So a gang 
of us boys decided to shiveree 
him (that’s the way it is pro­ 
nounced) so we surrounded the 
house and but never heard 
a 
sound from the young couplejbut 
we saw a light and ran towards 
it, and found it was a house of 
a 
Mr. 
Brown of Minticello, 
a mile away, but we soon got 
there. The parents and 
two 
beautiful g irls 
were sound 
asleep and did not awaken till 
we broke in the door. We got 
them all out not two minutes 
before the roof fell in. Had we 
been five minutes later 
that 
family 
would have perished. 
That Mr. Brown was an uncle 
of the late T. B. Gannaway of 
P aris. 
When 
I 
was a boy of 15, 
learning 
my trade at Glasgow 
a large fine steam boat 
was 
sunk about five miles below 
town. She went down in w ater 


that covered her lo lle r deck and 
put out the fires under 
the 
b oilers. 
When Sunday came I 
with three other boys hired a 
skiff and were soon down the 
riv e r to the sunken l>oat. The 
crew of the boat were 
busy 
getting out the freight in order 
to lighten it so that it could 
be raised. B arrels of crackers 
w ere overboard, as were hund­ 
red s of bags of coffee and this 
was a sight to us. That afte r­ 
noon I did the hardest work of 
my life -- I pulled that skiff up 
five m iles to town against a very 
strong current. 
It took us all 
afternoon, 
and we never could 
have made it if we had not used 
a rope, got out and pulled around 
som e swift places near the 
bank. 
When I was a boy there was 
neither coal oil nor gasoline 
_ in the entire land. 
In fact it 
had never loen dream ed of, and 
was not for many a long year 
afterw ards. Today both are as 
common as air but not quite as 
cheap. Vast fortunes have been 
made since coal oil was d is­ 
covered and now we could hardly 
make out without both. 
Coal 
oil is now used for cooking and 
for power to run machinery, and 
if it was not for gasoline we 
would not have an automobile in 
all the world. Neither would 
we have air planes. 
We are 
living in a wonderful age, and 
I often wonder what new things 
will be known and used in the 
next 5 years that are unknown 
now. 
When I was a boy, I first

new novel, 
“ Uncle 
Tom ’s Cabin” which soon be­ 
cam e so popular in the northern 
state 
and made more abolit-

There’s a danger of flooding 
at every river rise, and John* 
songrass, a problem all along 
the Mississippi, presents 
a 
constant 
challenge to Wolf 
Island farmers. 
Raymond Morrow, Bertrand, 
meets these challenges each 
year as he grows 650 acres of 
row crops there. 
The Morrows, Raymond, Mar­ 
garet, and children, Fray, 15; 
Sharon, 12; Stevie, 9; and An­ 
gela, 2, are a 1965 Balanced 
Farming district award family. 
They came from Alabama to 
Mississippi County, Mo. 
in 
1949, and began farming 
at 
Wolf Island. 
Certainly, there was a great 
deal of land clearing to 
be 
done, and each year, after flood 
time, Raymond is faced with 
some clearing away. 
Prior to starting a Johnson- 
good corn yields were 50 to 60 
bushels per acre, and soybean 
yields were 20 to 25 bushels 
per acre. In 1962, Raymond 
began using preemergence her­ 
bicides to control 
seedling 
Johnsongrass. 
His 1963 corn 
crop averaged 100 bushels per 
acre, and soybeans 42 bushels. 
Although drouth has cut into 
yields the last couple of years, 
he has succeeded in getting good 
yields and keeping the Johnson­ 
grass under control. 
“ He might never have been 
able to beat the Johnsongrass 
without chemicals." 
says

He uses a 550 bushel batch 
grain drier. 
“Sometimes drying can mean 
as much as saving half the 
crop," 
Raymond estimates. 
When he can he picks as wet 
as 28 percent moisture. 
Margaret and Raymond »are 
active church members. Ray­ 
mond is song leader, 
and 
teaches a Sunday School class. 
They are also active in PTA. 
Their children are past mem­ 
bers of scouts, and their oldest 
son Fray, is active in FFA, 
One of the Morrow’s major 
goals is to provide each of 
their children an opportunity to 
go to college. 
Future plans include: 
In­ 
creasing acreage of land; build­ 
ing 
a carport on the home; 
clearing 100 acres of timber 
for cultivation in 1966 and 1967; 
and replacement of his present

Fragmentary pictures are be­ 
ginning to form toward the 
coming impact that Medicare 
will bring when it becomes ef­ 
fective July 1, 1966. 
Ckie generally - agreed • upon 
fact is that nursing homes and 
hospitals will have an increase 
in the number of their patients 
as a result of the old-aged law. 
Authorities visualize there 
will be a nation-wide ten per 
cent increase of hospital in-pa­ 
tients. 
However, 
local authorities 
do not expect the increase to b'i 
that great at the Sikeston Mis­ 
souri Delta Community Hos­ 
pital. Harold Jones, adminis­ 
trator, says a gradual increase 
of five per cent is expected. 
"Informing the public as to 
what they can and can't do will 
be a primary problem," 
he 
said. 
Informing persons over 65 of 
what they may expect in the new 
law is the responsibility of the 
Social Security Administration. 
However, hospitals and health 
Insurance firms will also find 
themselves in the forefront as 
providers of information and 
facts. 
One special 
responsibility 
will be to refer the aged proper­ 
ly and promptly to physicians. 
What effect it will have on 
doctors is a hot and delicate 
subject «- now widely debated. 
Some say it will guarantee 
young doctors, a minimum in­ 
come 
until 
they establish 
their practices and some con­ 
tend that it will injure 
the 
profession. 
A local doctor said that he 
felt it to be "the first step 
toward socialization in the gov­ 
ernment." 
He contended: "This will rev­ 
olutionize medicine. It it the 
first step of a government take­ 
over. Other professions and 
bussinesses will follow."(Note: 
The American Bar Association 
is currently working on a plan 
similar to Medicare that would 
pay legal fees for the defense 
of indigents.) 
"It will be of some benefit 
in the beginning, but it may not 
be as great as a lot of people 
think. It will definitely over­ 
crowd medical facilities. 
"Also, 
it will probably do 
away with young doctors' initia­ 
tive, causing them to feel that 
they will someday be a gov­ 
ernment employe. If you're 
going to be a government em­ 
ploye, why not be an engineer, 
and remove the extra eight 
years of study it requires to be­ 
come a doctor. 
"This will tend to lower the 
standards of medicine." 
A definite fact about Medi­ 
care is that one age-group will 
be 
removed from insurance 
companies. 
In a recent story in "Time- 
The Weekly Newsmagazine," it 
was stated "The insurance pro­ 
gram was second only to the 
medical profession in battling 
the advent of Medicare. 
"Most insurance companies 
are waiting to get all the bene­ 
fits as to how Medicare will 
function before endorsing it, 
and some will probably decline 
to participate." 
However, 
authoritiative 
sources 
have revealed, that 
many of the major insurance 
companies have made applica­ 
tions to become administrative, 
intermediates for Medicare. 
Many companies with a large 
volume of business in the 65- 
or • over age bracket — ad­ 
mittedly the smaller Insurance 


organizations, will apparently 
need the service income from 
such a tie-in with Medicare. 


Obviously, this piece of social 
legislation is going to have a big 
impact on our society, with far- 
reaching results visible only 
when the program has had suf­ 
ficient 
time in operation to 
properly evaluate it. 
Oscar W. Rexford, president 
of the Blue Cross Hospital Plan 
of St.Louis, said, "Our greatest 
problem will be communica­ 
tions. There are 110,000 per­ 
sons over 65 who have Blue 
Cross in our district, which in­ 
cludes all of Missouri except 
Kansas City. 
"We are now urging them 
to do nothing about their Blue 
Cross until the law goes into 
effect. Sometime between now 
and then we will be advising 
them of a Blue Cross program 
to complement the Health In- 
suranee of the Aged Act. 
"Of course, we are urging 
our members over 65 to sign 
up for both parts of the health 
insurance program —part A, 
the basic hospital plan and part 
B, the voluntary insurance plan 
for physicians services," he 
said. “At a rate of $3 a month 
part B is a real insurance bar­ 
gain." 
He said that Blue Cross of­ 
ficials were still attempting to 
decide what kind of new pro­ 
gram to offer members over 
55. 
"The new program will be 
relatively inexpensive as com­ 
pared 
with the present in­ 
surance for the elderly because 
the new law will relieve us of 
paying the so-called 'first dol­ 
lar care'." 
"Whatever 
we decide, we 
must 
have uniform benefits 
across the nation because the 
aged are so mobile today," he 
said. 
Rexford said that he believes 
the new law will not be injurious 
to Blue Cross. 
"With 
the 
Federal Gov­ 
ernment assuming the major 
financial responsibility for hos­ 
pital care, protection of the 
aged, health insurance rates for 
the rest of population should be 
less," he said. 
Harold Jones gave four rea­ 
sons for the five per cent, and 
not the ten per cent increase 
in patients expected at the na­ 
tional level as the result of 
Medicare. 
"The Sikeston hospital has 
never had a restrictive 
ad­ 
mission policy which would eli­ 
minate indigent patients being 
admitted if a staff physician in­ 
dicated a true medical need. 
"Tbe physicians in this area 
are historically generous 
In 
assuring care for a fair share 
of indigent cases which need 
medical attention. 
"Many of the individuals who 
will qualify for admission under 
the Medicare laws are now un­ 
der the Kerr-Mills, "Vendor", 
program of 1959, with which we 
have cooperated for the past six 
years. 
"The generosity and philan- 
throphy," (giving in generous 
spirit), "of individuals and or­ 
ganizations have for many years 
made possible hospital care for 
indigent cases through direct 
contributions to the hospital or 
the United Fund, which con­ 
tributes heavily ." 
Communications and under­ 
standing of the new law will be 
vital to aged recipients. 
For instance, many people 
aren't aware that only 
the 
cases that are urgent and emer­ 
gent in nature can be 
ad­ 


mitted to the hospital under the 
Kerr-Mills law. 
Jones also expects communi­ 
cations to be a primary prob­ 
lem. 
Also there will be many tech­ 
nical 
. administrative prob­ 
lems which must be worked out 
before Medicare can be imple­ 
mented. 
“Included among these is a 
review team, or committee, 
which has as one of its purposes 
the study of admissions under 
the program, ascertaining such 
pertinent facts as reason for 
admission, length of stay, etc.” 
Jones said. 
Although none have been ap­ 
proved at present, there 
are 
several nursing homes in South­ 
east Missouri that are building 
and planning facilities to meet 
the probable demand. 
Ira Shuffit, owner of three 
nursing homes in and around 
Sikeston, said that his newest 
home 
will comply and meet 
all requirements necessary to 
qualify for participation in the 
Medicare program. 
The provision dealing with 
nursing-home care for 
the 
Medicare recipients 
will go 
into effect Jan. 1, 1967. Shuffit 
indicated that very few will be 
able to qualify. 
Presently, 
most 
nursing 
homes that will participate in 
the program will have to add 
rooms and equipment, with the 
cost nearing a maximum 
of 
$50,000 to $70,000. 
All qualified homes must have 
a working agreement with the 
hospital. 
Most of the expenses will be 
centered around rehabilitation 
facilities. 
Shuffit said only this: 
"It will overload us.”

Historians now believe that most of the world’s 
domestic fowls are descended from the so- 
called jungle fowls of Asia.

Time was when parents taught their children 
to respect life and property. 
At times it now appears that children are 
reared to respect neither but especially prop­ 
erty. 
Federal security from womb to tomb may be 
responsible. The national system of controlled 
capitalism may have diluted appreciation of 
property rights. 
Vandalism costs the Sikeston area thousands 
of dollars a year. Recently a number of homes 
have 
been virtually wrecked by senseless 
destruction of property. 
This is a national problem and very little is 


being done to cope with it. 
The vandalism bill in New York City alone 
totals more than a million dollars a year. 
Students in Boston in 1963 didn’t get 53,000 
textbooks, 400 sound projectors, 525 television 
sets or 1,230 tape recorders. 
The money that would have paid for any of 
these items—$160,000— was the cost of vandal­ 
ism to the public school system there that year. 
Window panes were smashed, buildings were 
entered, supplies were stolen, buildings were 
defaced and their contents destroyed. Arson 
also took its toll. 
Vandalism lowers the quality of the education 
of children and the national standard of living 
in numerous other ways. 
Insurance is not the answer. The rates range 
from high to confiscatory and occasionally are 
beyond reach of either schools or other prop­ 
erty owners. 
A better approach for schools is an alarm 
system. Louisville cut its losses from vandal­ 
ism sharply by installing a system of signals 
for police. 
When schools and people become determined 
that they won’t be sitting ducks for vandals 
the message will reach the chronic destroyers 
of property and a new crop of vandals will be 
discouraged from developing their wanton tal­ 
ents.

It has been our experience that revenue agents 
are supsicious, arrogant, demanding and rude. 
They also are helpful, thorough and pain­ 
staking. 
Citizens who have been convicted of wrong­ 
doing as a result of their tax investigations 
probably don’t have a good thing to say about 
them. 
The agents have a tough job. By and large they 
do it well and we hope that those who take 
advantage of their position by making un­ 
warranted and illegal excursions into citizens* 
private lives are in the minority. We believe 
that they are. 
But public exposure is the only thing that will 
root them out and reveal the truth about their 
activities. 
There superiors may not know of their trans­ 
gressions or if they do they may condone them 
as being necessary or desirable to get results. 
Senator Long is helping to rescue the American 
people from the tyranny that bureaucracy threat­ 
ens in rule by big government.

Rockefellers and Labor Go*. 
Partners On Money—Not Poli­ 
tics 
WASHINGTON, a C .:—These 
are 
tough times for labor’s 
.lyricists. They simply must re­ 
write the words to so much of 
their stirring class struggle 
music. 
Like; “Banker and boss hate 
the workers who stand, should­ 
er to shoulder in every land." 
Now it’s the banker and boss 
who stand shoulder to should­ 
er in many parts of the lan d - 
soliciting labor’s money for In­ 
vestments. 
And it’s there by the tens of 
millions of dollars. 
There are the Rockefellers, 
for example. They are In money 
as well as culture and politics. 
They 
run a financial house 
called 
the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, I’m told, and Just the 
other day It, In effect, went into 
business with the American la­ 
bor movement. 
Chase Manhattan has been re­ 
tained by the AFL-CIO’s new 
Mortgage Investment Trust to 
service the labor corporation 
which now has $10 million, soon 
will have $50 million and even­ 
tually half a billion dollars. 
This marks the biggest, and 
most unusual, labor-capitalist 
cooperation In world history. 
But it is not the first time. 
Not too long ago the Rocke­ 
fellers needed 
some 
cash 
for a housing project In Puerto 
Rico. So they went to 
Dave 
Dubinsky, whose union, the In­ 
ternational Ladles’ Garment 
Workers (ILG), 
Is as well 
stocked in cash as it is in pins 
and needles. 
Its combined pensions, vaca­ 
tion and other funds total half 
a billion dollars. Most of these 
are managed by Chase Manhat­ 
tan. 
And some of us middle-aged 
newsmen can still recall climb­ 
ing up six flights to see Du­ 
binsky when his elevator was 
shut off—not by a blackout but 
by a dralnout of cash with which 
to pay the electric bill. And the 
power was turned off. 
Dublnsky’s union advanced the 
money for the Puerto Rican 
housing project to Rockefellers’ 
International 
Basic Economy 
Corp. (IBEC), which In turn 
constructed 
the 
workers* 
houses on the island In 1957. 
Just a few weeks ago “ Dl D." 
returned to San Juan. The 400 
families which purchased the 
Rockefeller-Dublnsky 
houses 
for $6,000 to $7,000 apiece eight 
years ago have now seen their 
value double. So the exuberant 
labor chief has decided to build 
several more housing develop­ 
ments there. 
These would house union and 
non-union workers. The cost 
would be $10 ml,1</'" . But D, D,*s 


ladles’ garment workers’ un­ 
ion does not have to borrow 
from Chase Manhattan where It 
has many friends. Nor from 
Wall Street. It raises its own 
millions. 
This is a sign of the times. 
On Oct. 1st the national labor 
movement officially launched 
Its own Mortgage Investment 
Trust. Chairman of the board 
of trustees is George Meany, 
AFL-CIO national president. 
A.mong the other trustees 
is 
Walter Reuther. Actual direct­ 
or is the financially wise Alex­ 
ander Bookstaver, 
whot has 
headed the federation’s ’com­ 
paratively new Dept, of Invest­ 
ments, a division which devel­ 
oped as naturally as the Mari­ 
time Trades Dept., the Organ­ 
ization Dept., etc. 


The Trust will get its invest­ 
ing money from AFL-CIO’s 130 
national unions. With $10 mil­ 
lion in the bank — a good deal 
of which came from Reuther's 
auto union — it plans to raise 
the other $40 million “easily.” 
The Rockefeller 
band will 
handle the technical end of the 
paper work. One reason it was 
selected — in addition to its 
fine reputation — is its loca­ 
tion away from Washington and 
the intrigues of the Capitol and 
national labor circles. 
However, all policy rests in 
the Trust’s board of trustees. 
Its purpose is to do more than 
merely make money — which 
under the Internal Revenue Code 
will be tax 
free. Reasons for 
launching 
of the corporation 
are best expressed in its ori­ 
ginal prospectus; 
“ The benefits which will re­ 
sult from such a pooling 
of 
funds will provide an effective 
medium to construct socially 
desirable housing projects, that 
is, projects which provide ade­ 
quate living accommodations 
not only for higher income fam­ 
ilies, but for medium and low 
income groups as well. Similar­ 
ly, the needs of retired groups 
and the aged would be served 
as well. At the same time such 
projects, 
while helping 
to 
solve 
critical housing situa­ 
tions, would create additional 
and continuing employment for 
the construction trades and in­ 
dustries that provide material, 
furnishings, appliances 
and 
other necessities for such new 
developments." 
Thus the labor movement turns 
capitalist, aids in the building 
of single homes, seeks bigger 
multiple - dwelling 
housing 
projects, and makes jobs tor 
its people (since only union help 
will be used on construction 
financed by the Trust). 
The pendulum has swung. It’s 
a long, long time since John D, 
Sr. handed out blight new dimes. 


WASHINGTON — Most mys­ 
terious fact behind the tragedy 
’of the Yarmouth Castle is that 
the public still does not know 
the ownership of a vessel which 
caused the death of 86 people. 
Furthermore, not even the rec­ 
ords of the Maritime commis­ 
sion are completely clear re­ 
garding the vessel’s ownership. 
This highlights the fact that a 
vessel flying the Panamanian 
flag can carry hundreds 
of 
American passengers without 
being subjected to U. S. safety 
laws, can cause the death of 
some of those passengers, and 
yet the identity of those re­ 
sponsible remains something 
of a mystery. 
According to Florida records, 
the Yarmouth Castle was oper­ 
ated by Yarmouth Cruse Lines, 
Inc., and Yarmouth Cruises, 
Inc., the latter a Washington 
state corporation, the officers 
being Jules Sokoloff, Marvin 
Lewis and Ed Stephan. A third 
Florida company is also in­ 
volved, the Yarmouth Shipping 
Co.; president, 
Victor Puig; 
secretary, Isolino Cores; vice 
president, Irving Ham Wolf. 
However, 
Maritime 
com­ 
mission records show that the 
Yarmouth Castle is actually 
owned by the Chadade Steam­ 
ship Co. of Panama, and that 
Chadade SS Co. in turn is owned 
by 
Commander Investments 
Ltd. of the Bahamas, whose 
president is Jules Sokoloff. 
However, sales records dating 
back to Nov. 1961, show that 
William R. Lovett, Jackson­ 
ville banker formerly with the 
Winn-Dixie grocery chain, pur­ 
chased the Evangeline, the ori- • 
ginal name of the Yarmouth 
Castle, and the ship bore a big 
“ L" on the smokestack, re­ 
ported to be the initial of the 
owner. Mr. Lovett, reached by 
• telephone, explained that he had 
purchased not only the Evange­ 
line but the Bahama Star and 
the SS Ariadne in 1961, but 
in 1964 found he had one ship 
too many and in April of that 
’ year sold the Evangeline (Yar­ 
mouth Castle) 
to 
Sokoloff, 
whom 
he identified 
as 
a 
Canadian. 
All this is one reason why the 
system initiated by some Amer­ 
ican shipping companies of reg­ 
istering ships under Panamani­ 
an or Liberian flags in order to 
avoid paying U. S. taxes, Amer­ 
ican seamen's wages and, 
in 
some cases, to avoid American 
safety standards, should 
be 
thoroughly investigated. 
The Yarmouth Castle was an 
American vessel built in 1927. 
But coast guard inspection was 
limited because of the safety at 
sea convention, under which 
all nations respect a valid cer­ 
tification 
of a vessel by the 
nation whose flag it flies. Thus 
the Yarmouth Castle, carrying 
a Panamanian flag, was subject 
to Panamanian government in­ 
spection. But the Panama gov­ 
ernment does not even have a 
ship inspector, 
using instead 
the services of a commercial 
trade organization in New York. 
FLOATING FIRETOAP 
However, in the summer of 
1964, the coast guard took occa­ 
sion to examine the vessel when 
it tied up in New York, found it 
was not prepared for fire and 
the crew inadequate to handle a 
boat drill. As a result, the coast 
guard protested vigorously to 
the Panamanian consul in New 
York and lifted its certificate 
of safety. The vessel sailed 
without passengers, proceeded 
to Florida, put on some extra 


crew members and held enough 
fire drills to get its certificate 
returned. 
The coast guard continued to be 
suspicious, however, and last 
August the Yarmouth Castle 
was the subject of hearings on 
safety legislation before the 
House Merchant Marine com­ 
mittee, at which time a spokes­ 
man for the 
National Mari­ 
time Union described the ship 
as a “ floating firetrap.” 
A coast guard spokesman told 
the Congressional committee 
that “ the only real hazards lie 
in the materials used in build­ 
ing and furnishing passenger 
and crew’s quarters; material 
which is wood, or other non- 
fireproof material, is a defi­ 
nite fire hazard; however, com­ 
plete rebuilding of the vessels 
would be required to render 
them essentially fireproof." 
John E. Smith, Jr., past pres­ 
ident of Caribbean C r u i s e 
Lines, Inc., which had once 
chartered the Yarmouth Castle 
for a 15-month period, saidthat 
“the vessel could not perform 
the schedule for which the ship 
owner represented it would be 
capable of sailing. 
“ The vessel failed to maln- 
:ain its contract speed, ran out 
sf water, short of fuel, 
and 
operated better than 15 hours 
late on each of the four sail-- 
lngs that she completed. 
“When 
it rained, the 
roof 
leaked, with water dropping In 
the main lounge. The ship’s ma­ 
chinery 
finally broke 
down 
when, according to the surve­ 
yor's 
report, 
the chief en­ 
gineer added salt water to the 
boilers. 


“ When this event happened, 
the owner of the ship told me 
personally on board the ship that 
he was canceling the balance of 
his 15-month charter — which 
had yet 14 months to run— 
that we should immediately re­ 
move 
our personnel, equip­ 
ment and supplies; that, upon 
completion of the repairs, he 
was taking his ship back to 
Miami." 


NO INCOME TAXES 
This was denied by the agent 
for the owners, who said the 
shipowner was blameless, that 
he had “disbursed hundreds of 
thousands of dollars putting the 
Yarmouth Castle in class." 
The problem 1s that a half a 
million United States citizens 
go on ocean cruises every year 
and that 90 per cent of these 
sail on foreign flag ships whose 
standards are not up to ours. 
The American people 
will 
spend $150,000,000 on cruises 
this year, most of it on ships 
flying the Panamanian or other 
foreign flag. U. S. flag shippers 
say the chief advantage of trans­ 
fer to a foreign flag is that the 
ship pays no income tax. 
“ The 
tax advantage 
alone 
enjoyed by the foreign flag 
cruise operators is sufficient 
to make the difference between 
a reasonable profit and loss 
on a voyage," Rear Admiral 
W. J. McNeil, Grace Line pres­ 
ident, told congress last August. 
McNeil 
explained 
that “ at 
present tax rates, we have to 
earn 20 per cent to have 10 
per cent left; under the Pana­ 
manian flag, a ship can earn 
10 per cent and have the same 
amount left." 
BOBBY KENNEDY’S FOREIGN 
POLICY 
The fact that the brother of 
the late President Kennedy has 
been in Latin America express­ 
ing 
diametrically 
opposite 


views on American policy to 
those of the Johnson adminis­ 
tration may be a matter of sur­ 
prise to Latin Americans. 
However, it climaxes a long 
personal feud between Sen. Rob­ 
ert 
Kennedy 
and President 
Johnson. It has now become a 
political and foreign policy feud. 
Differences between the two 
men date back to the 1960 Demo­ 
cratic convention when John F. 
Kennedy was 
nominated for 
president and when his brother. 
Bobby opposed the selection of 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson to be the 
vice presidential running mate. 
It has continued to the present 
wheh Sen. Kennedy, traveling 
through Latin America, com-, 
pletely disassociated himself 
from the Johnson policy 
of 
landing marines in the Domini­ 
can Republic. 
At one point personal differ­ 
ences between the two men 
became 
such that President 
Johnson called in Bobby Kenne- 
day, then Attorney General, and 
told him that he would consider 
no cabinet member as his vice 
presidential running mate. This 
automatically barred Kennedy 
for vice president. 
In recent weeks differences 
between Kennedy and Johnson 
have become more political. 
Sen. Kennedy, in one recent 
speech, looked sympathetically 
toward Red China, said it would 
have to be included in a non­ 
proliferation treaty. The John­ 
son administration has taken a 
firm and emphatic stand against 
any relations with Red China. 
Sen. Kennedy has also been 
skeptical regarding the Johnson 
administration’s policy in Viet 
Nam and left the 
implication 
that, had his late brother been 
in the White House, the United 
States would not have plunged 
the nation so deep in the Viet­ 
namese war. 
KENNEDY VS. RUSK 
Sen. Kennedy has also urged a 
treaty to prevent the prolifera­ 
tion of nuclear weapons. This 
has not been in contradiction to 
the Johnson policy except that 
Kennedy has been more vig­ 
orous in urging such a treaty. 
The Johnson administration has 
seemed r a t h e r complacent 
about it. 
Only those on the inside of the 
Johnson - Kennedy administra­ 
tions realize it, but Robert F. 
Kennedy had a great deal to do 
with gliding his late brother's 
foreign policy. It was Bobby 
Kennedy who paved the way for 
the Test Ban treaty. He advised 
his brother to appoint former 
Gov. 
Averell 
Harrlman in 
charge of the Test Ban treaty 
negotiations; also urged his late 
brother, the president, to take 
a vigorous stand in promoting 
i better understanding between 
the United States and Russia. 
It was because of Robert Ken­ 
nedy's behind-the-scenes ad- 
vice on foreign policy that there 
was talk, before his brother was 
killed, that Bobby would be the 
next secretary of state. 
It has now been revealed by 
Kennedy’s biographers 
that, 
had Kennedy lived to be re­ 
elected, Dean Rusk would not 
have 
been reappointed sec­ 
retary of state. 
Thus it is ironic that at the 
moment Dean Rusk arrived in 
South America for the Rio De 
Janeiro 
Foreign 
Ministers 
conference, the man who might 
have replaced him in the Ken­ 
nedy administration spoke out 
publicly against the Dominican 
policy which Dean Rusk has 
defended.

BENTON - A new program 
under which upland cotton acre­ 
age allotments may be trans­ 
ferred to other cotton farms 
within the state was announced 
today by the agricultural stab­ 
ilization and conservation se r­ 
vice. 
This is authorized by the food 
and agriculture act of 1965 sign­ 
ed by President Johnson. The 
acreage allotments determine 
how much cotton may be plant­ 
ed on a farm under the acreage 
and price support program. 
Under the new program, allot­ 
ments may be transferred by 
sale or lease to other upland 
cotton farms. Transfer maybe 
permanent through sale, or may 
be for one or more years thru 
lease, depending on arrange­ 
ments between buyer and seller. 
These transfers include sale or 
lease to owners and operators 
of other upland cotton produc­ 
ing farm s or a transfer of an 
allotment by an owner to an­ 
other farm owned or controlled 
by him. 
Allotment transfers will be 
subject to a few rules. Some 
of the more important ones 
follow: 
Allotments may not be trans­ 
ferred to a farm out of the 
State. 
Allotments may not be trans­ 
ferred from a farm subject to 
a mortgage or other lien, un­ 
less the lienholder agrees to 
the transfer. 
Allotmepts 
may be trans­ 
ferred by sale or lease out of 
the county only if two-thirds of 
the cotton growers voting in a 
referendum approve such out- 
of-county transfers from their 
county. County referendums on 
this question will be held at 
the same time as the marketing 
quota referendum on Nov. 23. 
When transfers are made to 
farm s with a projected yield per 
acre of more than 10 per cent 
above the yield of the trans­ 
ferring farm , the allotment will 
be adjusted downward to reflect

Area Home Economist 
CHARLESTON - Teflon is an 
unusual plastic that is put on 
cookware and bakeware. It has 
advantages that appeal to the 
busy homemaker. 
Its non­ 
stick feature makes it easy to 
clean. This same quality allows 
you to cook without any 
fat. 
If you are on a special diet or 
just want to cut down on cal­ 
ories, Teflon is just the thing 
for you. 
CLEANING. Wash Teflon in 
hot, soapy water with a soft 
cloth or sponge. Rinse with 
hot water. Even though a Tef­ 
lon 
pan may look clean, 
it 
should be washed rather than 
just rinsed to prevent grease 
from building up on the sur­ 
face. Grease build-up can af- 
«■ 
feet its nonstick quality. 
Teflon can be washed in an 
automatic dishwasher, 
but it 
may use valuable space, since 
it washes off so easily. 
Metal scouring pads should not 
be used on Teflon. Most stub­ 
born particles can be cleaned 
off with a rubber spaula or a 
nylon net ball. 
STAINING. - Excessive over­ 
heating, 
certain 
foods and 
grease will cause stains 
on 
Teflon. 
These stains mar the 
appearance of the cookware. 
They do not affect the non­ 
stick quality unless they are 
caused by Inadequate cleaning 
or constant overheating. 
You can lighten stains 
by 
using a mixture of two table­ 
spoons of baking soda, one-half 
cut of household bleach, and 
one cup of water. 
Put this in 
the pan and boil from five to 
ten minutes. Then wash 
the 
pan as usual. 
Before 
using 
again, wipe the surface with 
salad oil. 
SCRATCHING 
-- 
Ordinary 
scratches on Teflon is a mat­ 
ter of appearance, and does not 
affect the way it performs. 
Some of the coating is fused be­ 
low the surface of the cookware. 
Digging in the same spot with 
a metal tool would eventually 
destroy the nonstick quality in 
that place. 
A few scratches 
do not ruin the pan, but only 
spoils the appearance.

indicators. If the main tap roots 
of your cotton stalks were deep 
and well tapered — then you 
can be assured your soil struc­ 
ture is o. k. On the other hand, 
if your cotton stalks had little 
or no tap root you need to in­ 
vestigate your soil structure to 


CARUTHERSVILLE - It Is not 
uncommon to hear this remark 
as one visits communities over 
Pemiscot County “ Well, 
I 
know of at least three farm ers 
who are quitting this year — 
they just can’t make it.”

To assist you in making

farm business plan, your local 
University Extension 
Center 
will soon have available the 
latest up to date planning data, 
and work forms. This planning 
data includes the latest recom­ 
mendations of the college of 
agriculture on cost and prob­ 
able 
returns 
from all crop 
or livestock for this area. 
The budget forms can be used 
to compare your present sys­ 
tem of operation with alterna­ 
tive systems. In this way you

HAYTI — Now that the $400,- 
000 hospital expansion and im­ 
provement bond issue proposal 
has been approved in an elec­ 
tion by Pemiscot County voters, 
2,195 for, 383 against 
with 
28 out 
a total of 30 percincts 
reporting, and only 15 absentee 
ballots to be counted, the medi­ 
cal facility’s board of trustees 
can move ahead to get the con­ 
struction started as quickly as 
possible, 
quite possibly with 
hopes of 
having the new wing 
completed by the time the fed­ 
eral medicare program goes 
into effect the middle of next 
year. 
The favorable 
vote on 
the 
proposal points up the pro­ 
gressive spirit and great feel­ 
ing of compassion by the think­ 
ing people of Pemiscot county. 
Opposition was expressed on 
past administrative procedures 
and the fact that the bond issue 
would increase taxation. 
Citizens who took the time to 
think the proposal through con­ 
cluded that first the hospital 
needed the new 
wing for at 
least 44 more beds, plus other 
improvements 
to be incor­ 
porated in it, so the bond is­ 
sue should be approved. Any 
improvements 
in 
the admin­ 
istration of the unit could then 
be taken care of later on by 
working 
with 
the b o a r d of 
trustees. 
The board, however, has al­ 
ready moved to improve the ad­ 
ministration by employing 
an 
assistant 
administrator, who 
has served in that position for 
a number of years in a large 
hospital at Union City, Tenn. 
On the m atter of “ excessive­ 
ly Increased taxation” , proper­ 
ty owners who took the time to 
figure out what an added 10 
cents on the $100 of assessed 
valuation would cost them on 
their own assessed vaulation, 
which was the added rate to 
retire the bond issue, found out 
that it wasn’t going to cost 
them very much — far from 
being excessive 
as some op­ 
ponents had claimed. 
Now, we have one more riv­ 
er to cross to bring the hos­ 
pital facilities in the lower Mis­ 
souri Bootheel up to date. That 
is the $975,000 bond issue for 
expansion and improvements at 
the Dunklin County Memorial 
hospital at Kennett which will 
be presented to the voters in 
that county, Dec. 14. Of course, 
this issue 
is more than twice 
as large as that voted 
in 
Pemiscot county, but on the 
other hand more than twice 
as much building and improve­ 
ments are needed at the Dunk­ 
lin hospital to bring it up to par. 
If the Dunklin county voters 
had approved the hospital bond 
issue 
years ago, they would 
have saved a considerable sum 
of money. Now it is going to 
cost more to get the job done. 
We hope that the favorable re­ 
sults on the hospital bond issue 
in Pemiscot will im press the 
citizens of Dunklin county that 
they should follow suit with their 
own hospital by turning 
in a 
sim ilarly favorable vote. 
Remember, a vote against the 
bond issue is a vote against pro­ 
viding much needed hospital fa­ 
cilities for your elderly people 
who will qualify for treatment 
under the medicare program. 
Don’t let them down—you just 
might need it yourself when you 
reach the medicare age. That is 
only one way of looking at it.

Due to their 
high oil content, these nuts are 
highly perishable, which means 
that cold keeping is especially 
important. 
In the shell, pecans

keep 
two to three months at 
ordinary room temperature. In 
a tight container at 32 degrees 
F. or colder, shelled pecans will 
keep will for six months to a 
year. 
Although housewives have for 
years preserved pecans by can­ 
ning, an easier, better way is 
to keep them in moisture-vapor- 
resistant bags or containers 
and store them in your home 
freezer. They will be protected

BLOOMFIELD - Crop harvest 
will soon be completed in this 
area, and many farm ers will 
soon be turning cattle into stalk 
fields. Cattle will usually make 
good gains on stalk fields for 
awhile 
if 
good management 
practices are used. 
Gains up 
to two pounds per head per day 
for 30 to 45 days can be ob­ 
tained on yearling cattle that 
are cleaning up after the picker 
on high yielding fields. 
Protein and mineral supple­ 
ments will increase the gains 
of cattle gleaning stalk fields. 
The m issed ears and dry corn­ 
stalks supply enough energy for 
good gains if protein and min­ 
eral supplements are 
made 
available to balance the ration. 
In experimental 
tests 
con­ 
ducted in Iowa, 
a 32 per cent 
protein block self fed to year­ 
ling cattle gleaning cornstalk 
fields increased daily gains by 
two-thirds of a pound per head 
per 
day. 
The 
cattle ate 1.2 
pounds of the protein block per 
, head daily. 
Cattle running in stalk fields 
need one pound of cottonseed 
or soybean meal or the equi­ 
valent in other forms of pro­ 
tein daily. 
The supplements 
can be self fed or hand fed with 
sim ilar results. Salt could be 
mixed with soybean or cotton­ 
seed 
meal 
to 
control con­ 
sumption when self fed. 
A 
mixture of one part salt to four 
or five parts meal should re­ 
sult in about the proper con­ 
sumption. The extra salt in the 
ration will not harm the cattle 
if plenty of good water 
is 
available. 
For the mineral supplement, 
block or loose salt and a min­ 
eral mixture of equal parts of 
bonemeal and salt should be self 
fed. Dicalcium phosphate can 
be substituted for the bonemeal 
in the mineral mixture if de­ 
sired. 
Cattle that have not had plenty 
of green pasture or forage with­ 
in 30 days before being turned 
into the stalk field should have 
around 
20,000 International 
Units 
of Vitamin A per head 
per day to protect them against 
a deficiency of this vitamin. 
Large cattle such as yearling 


or two-year old steers will usu­ 
ally do better on stalk fields 
than will sm aller cattle. The 
cattle should be removed from 
the fields when there is not 
enough feed left to support good 
gains. Cattle are often left in 
stalk fields so long that they 
begin to lose weight. 
After it 
becomes necessary to remove 
the steers from the fields, cows 
can be used to clean up what 
the steers leave. 
It might be 
advisable 
to remove all cat­ 
tle from the fields before they 
eat very many of the stalks, 
however, to help prevent nitrate 
poisoning of the cattle. 
The 
nitrate content of corn stalks 
tends to be concentrated toward 
the bottom of the stalks.

on cotton fields after harvest 
is further increased by late 
season use of Insecticides, de­ 
foliants, and desslcants. Many 
of these pesticides carry 
a 
livestock 
grazing restriction 
on their labels. 
Violation of 
this restriction may result in 
meat or milk containing 
il­ 
legal pesticide 
residues and 
possible seizure of the meat 
or milk. 
Consequently, farm­ 
e rs are urged to check care­ 
fully into this matter before 
turning cattle into cotton fields.

WHEN I WAS A BOY 
November 21,1919 
When I was a boy I had never 
heard of such a disease as hog 
cholera or any other disease 
among hogs.
